NASSAU, Bahamas — Packing 
130-mph winds, Hurricane Hortense 
took a swipe at the Turks and Caicos 
islands and barreled past the Bahamas 
Thursday on a track that could threaten 
the northeastern United States over the 
weekend. 

In Puerto Rico, where at least 13 peo- 
ple died in the storm Tuesday, residents 
and work crews continued their arduous 
cleanup — from sorting through soiled 
clothing to clearing roads and bridges. 

Their misery was compounded by 
widespread water and power outages — 
about 40 percent of the island’s 3.6 mil- 
lion people still had no power Thursday 
— but federal help was on the way. 
More than 7,600 people were registered 
at 115 shelters Thursday. 

At 5 p.m. EDT Thursday, Hortense 
was centered about 730 miles south- 
southeast of Cape Hatteras, N.C., or 
about 310 miles east of Nassau. It was 
moving north at 12 mph, with hurri- 
cane-force winds extending outward up 
to 70 miles from its center. 

Heavy surf from the storm could reach 
southeastern U.S. shores by today, and 
there was a slight chance the storm 
could threaten Long Island, N.Y., 
Rhode Island, or Cape Cod, Mass., on 
Sunday, forecasters said.

“fires, Americans could be endangering plant and animal species that thrive on 
ecological benefits natural disasters bring, say two new studies. 

Researchers reporting in Friday’s edition of the journal Science based their 
findings on two separate instances of changing natural phenomena to protect 
people and property: , 

-Blocking periodic floods that used to rage in California deprived the state’s 

“steelhead trout of food. 

- .-Fourteen percent of the plants that once thrived in Wisconsin’s prairies van- 
wished in the last 50 years because wildfires no longer clean out stronger com- 
*petitors. 

‘Certainly people can feel immediate benefits from preventing natural disas- 
ters, acknowledged ecologist David Tilman of the University of Minnesota in 
analyzing the research. 

‘Their efforts may have “unintend:d long-term costs” because natural disas- 
ters have “unexpected, cascading consequences on the abundance of many 

especies,” Tilman wrote. 


“Dig reveals historic Jamestown settlement 


JAMESTOWN, Va. — Archaeologists have found evidence of the first per- 
manent English settlement in America, a nearly 400-year-old fort that was 
thought to have disappeared forever. 

“We have discovered America’s birthplace,’ Goy. George Allen said 
Thursday during a ceremony at the excavation site. “We are standing on the 
source spring of American democracy.” 

Scientists and historians had believed for more than a century that the James 
River had washed away any remains of the original 1607 log fort on 
Jamestown Island. 

Archaeologists involved in an excavation project that began in 1994 have 
now discovered what they describe as the fort’s footprint — palisade lines that 
marked the way the logs were laid out, said Angela Fallon, spokeswoman for 
the group conducting the dig. 


Serb vote Saturday is not a peace guarantee 


PALE, Bosnia-Herzgovina — Bosnian Serbs heading for the polls, savoring 
the. idea of freedom in a Serb sphere for the first time in 600 years, seem far 
from ready to unite with Muslims and Croats, old foes they fought to a bloody 
standstill. 

“Ve cannot accept ethnic mixture any longer,” said Momcilo Krajisnik, the 
Serbs’ principal public face, to cheering rallies for Saturday’s election. “We do 
not hate Muslims and Croats any more than they hate us.” 

From medieval mountain hamlets to traffic-choked city streets, the message is 
the same: push the limited autonomy they gained at Dayton until their 
“Republika Srpska” is a fully independent state. 

According to the peace accord, Srpska will share equal status with a Muslim- 
Croat federation within Bosnia-Herzegovina, under a joint presidency and par- 
liament. But anything could happen. 

Biljana Plavsic, who is expected to be confirmed in Saturday’s elections as 
president of Republika Srpska, was blunt about his political stance: “Why not 
just say it? Our final goal is a united Serb state in the Balkans.” 


Judge rejects Lafferty’s stab for a third trial 


A district judge has rejected twice-convicted killer Ronald W. Lafferty’s 
motion for a new trial. 

Lafferty’s attorneys have asked Judge Steven L. Hansen to grant their client a 
third trial. 

They claim Lafferty was incompetent because he played no “rational active 
part” in his defense at his second trial, which ended in April. 

Ih rejecting the motion Hansen said, “Defendant’s allegations are not new to 
these proceedings, but are part of the same argument that has been made since 
the beginning of the Lafferty trial.” 

Lafferty is\on death row for the deaths 12 years ago of his sister-in-law, 
Brenda Lafferty, 24, and her 15-month-old daughter, Erica Lafferty. 

Lafferty and his brother, Dan, were convicted of the killings in 1985. 

The decision was released on Monday.

BAGHDAD, Iraq — Iraq and the 
United States moved closer to a show- 
down Thursday, with the U.S. sending 
more firepower to the Persian Gulf, 
Iraq claiming missile attacks on 
American jets.and both countries spit- 
ting harsh rhetoric.

daughter Jeanne was murdered in her dormitory at Lehigh University 
on April 5, 1986. 

According to their homepage, SOC is “geared specifically and exclu- 
sively to the prevention of campus violence and crimes and to Gepisune 
campus victims in the enforcement of their legal rights.” 

BYU also plans to take advantage of the Internet by starting its own 

‘online information service with campus crime statistics and general 
information about Campus Police. 

BYU is also taking advantage of other modern technologies to help 
students stay safe. 

After an attack on a female custodial employee, concerned BYU fac- 
ulty members from the police, custodial and safety departments joined 
together to find ways to better safeguard their employees. 

One solution is an employee safety video currently being prepared 
for all female custodial employees, said a custodial supervisor. 

Another, solution being considered is a whistle for each female 
employee to carry each morning to call for help if needed.

. plex has no standards problems. He said the more you follow and enforce the 
, guidelines BYU has set, the easier it becomes to abide by them. Some students 
‘have mixed feelings about how well their complexes follow guidelines. 


Kathy Montsinger, a student from Lakewood, Calif., majoring in art history, 
felt that her complex was doing the best that.it could. 

“Tf the rent weren’t so expensive, the apartment would be perfect,” she said. 

Pace said the landlord/tenant conflict has been going on forever. Most BYU 
students are satisfied with their complexes, but there will always be those who 
expect more. 

Pace suggested that students talk to their landlord first when they have a prob- 
lem. If talking to the landlord does not resolve, anything, ao can speak 
with the Off-Campus Housing office to receive advice. 

Students should come directly to the office and talk to management whether 
the problem is maintenance or disputes with roommates, said Anjanette Parry, a 
member of The Glenwood’s office staff. 

Hicks agreed that the best thing to do was to talk to management as soon as 
there was a problem.

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Show promotes women’s rights

Utah youth were herded into the 
Spanish Fork Fairgrounds Wednesday 
night to let out some aggression — 
and that’s exactly 
what they did. 

Rage Against 
the Machine only 
played for an 
hour (because of 
an agreement 
with Spanish 
Fork to end by 
10 p.m.), but it was long enough to 
get the crowd rockin’. 

Rage Against the Machine played 
many crowd-pleasing hits, including 
their popular song off of their “Evil 
Empire” CD, “Bulls on Parade.” Zack 
de la Rocha, the band’s vocalist, just 
had to yell, “let me see some fists up 
in the air,’ and thousands of fists flew 
up in unison. 

Because of the rumors ‘that had sur- 
faced, there was extra security at the 
show; however, this was unnecessary. 
According to a Payson police officer, 
“everything went very smoothly.” 

Rage Against the Machine was very 
upset by the rumors that had engulfed 
the Spanish Fork community, but they 
wrongly attributed the fault to the 
police. 

Rage Against the Machine did a 
cover of a certain controversial, anti- 
police Public Enemy song. The crowd 
went crazy. 

The one thing about Rage that 
scares a lot of parents is their anti- 
authoritarian, anti-oppression. political 
viewpoints. It can be very empower- 
ing for youth to listen to Rage and 
sing along, “I won’t do what ya tell 
me.” 

But most of the things they inform 
the youth about are positive. de la 
Rocha often speaks of female oppres- 
sion. Wednesday night, the crowd got 
a lecture on not harassing women. 

de la Rocha said, “Women walk on 
our campuses .and have to fear men ... 
women walk in our communities and 
have to fear men ... women come to a 


Rage Against the Machine concert and 
have to fear men ... well cut it out.” 

Rage also sells merchandise that 
teach these principles. 

On one t-shirt they were selling, 
information is quoted from a 1980 
United Nations 
Report = 
“Women consti- 
tute half of the 
world’s popula- 
tion, perform 
nearly two-thirds 
of its work hours, 
receive one-tenth 
of the world’s income and own less 
than one-hundredth of the world’s 
property.” 

In addition to their own distribution 
of information, there were also infor- 


mation booths set up by groups like 
Industrial Workers of the World, Food 
Not Bombs, and the Salt Lake 


- Committee for Solidarity with 


Chiapas. 

Rage Against the Machine are strong 
supporters of the Zapatista Army of 
National Liberation, or EZLN, a 
group of mostly Mayan residents of 
Chiapas. 

According to a pamphlet, this group 
began their uprising Jan. 1, 1994 and 
continue still “to proclaim their resis- 
tance to the North American Free 
Trade Agreement and other mecha- 
nisms of neoliberalism which threaten 
to destroy the indigenous peoples, of 
Chiapas, and to demand democfacy, 
justice, and liberty for themselves and 
the rest of Mexico.”

BYU will face what may be its 
stiffest challenge of the season when 
they;travel to Seattle to play the 
Washington Huskies in their home 
opener on Saturday. 

This will be the third meeting 
between the Cougars and Huskies. 
The'series is tied 1-1. In 1985, the No. 
16.Cougars defeated Washington 31-3 
before 65,476 fans in Cougar 
Stadium. The next year, the sevenith- 
ranked Huskies defeated No. 11 BYU 
52+21 in Seattle. 

The Cougars enter the game with a 
2-0 record, and a No. 14 AP ranking, 
but still find themselves a four-point 
underdog to the hungry Huskies who 
lost their only game of the season 45- 
42°to Arizona State. Washington head 
coach Jim Lambright doesn’t agree 
with the point spread. 

“Any newspaper that would pick us 
over:BYU is stupid,’ Lambright said. 

However, BYU head-coach LaVell 
Edwards said he agrees with 
Washington being favored. 

“This will probably be the toughest 
game of the year,’ Edwards said. “I 
hope to be around at the end of the 
game with a chance to win.” 

For the Cougars to be victorious, 
they. will have to contend with a 
strong physical Husky defense. The 
Huskies are led by their front seven, 
and anchored by three Butkus Award 
candidates at linebacker. Senior inside 
linebacker Ink Aleaga is closing in on 
300 career tackles. 

According to Edwards, Washington 
is very similar to BYU’s first oppo- 
nent, Texas A&M. Edwards said 
Washington’s defense is strong up 
front, and the offense is built around 


its running game. 

Washington will start two redshirt 
freshmen at cornerback, an area that 
BYU quarterback Steve Sarkisian and 
company hope to exploit. They should 


be successful if the pass protection . 


holds up, Edwards said. 

“Pass protection is the key to the 
game,” Edwards said. “In order to 
protect Sarkisian, we must run the 
ball effectively. Running the ball will 
help our pass protection.” 

BYU will use senior tight ends Chad 
Lewis and Itula Mili to offset 
Washington’s strength at linebacker. 


“Ttula and I complement each other,” 
says Lewis. “If they double team me, 
then Itula will have a big day.” 


, Lambright said he does not think 


that Sarkisian will be able to adjust to 
their defensive schemes as well as a 
four-year starter would, but did say 
BYU’s offense does concern him. 
“Their offensive package worries 
me more than one player (Sarkisian),” 
Lambright said. “Their passing attack 
is so sound, and Sarkisian runs it well. 
He and the wide receivers comple- 
ment the system really well.”

President Gordon B. Hinckiey 


President Gordon B. Hinckley was ordained 
and set apart as the 15th president of the 
Church on Sunday, March 12, 1995. 

President Hinckley had earlier served 
14 years as.a counselor in the First Presi- 
dency and as a member of the Council of 
the Twelve Apostles for 20 years before 
that. A Salt Lake City native, he graduated 
from the University of Utah in 1932 and 
subsequently served a two-year mission to 
Great Britain. _ 

His Church service has been extensive. 
He was called as a member of the Sunday 
School General Board in 1937, two years 
after returning from his mission. For 20 
years he directed all Church public commu- 
nications. In 1951 he was called as execu- 
tive secretary of the General Missionary 
Committee, managing the entire mission- 


" ary program, and served in that capacity 


for seven years. He was president of the 
Hast Millcreek Stake when he was called as 
an Assistant to the Council of the Twelve 


Apostles on April 6, 1958. 

His Church leadership duties have taken 
him around the world, and he has dedicated 
more temples than any other leader in 
Church history. President Hinckley has 
written and edited several books and 
numerous manuals, pamphlets, and scripts. 

In addition to his Church duties, 
President Hinckley has been active in com- 
munity and business affairs, serving as 
chairman and board member of a number of 
business corporations. He has received edu- 
cational honors including the Distinguished 
Citizen Award from Southern Utah 
University, the Distinguished Alumni Award 
from the University of Utah, and honorary 
doctorates from Westminster College, Utah 
State University, the University of Utah, 
Brigham Young University, and Southern 
Utah University. He has received the Silver 
Buffalo Award of the Boy Scouts of America. 

President Hinckley and his wife, 
Marjorie Pay Hinckley, have five children.

BYU intramurals kicked off its fall 
semester activities this week.

The availability of 
facilities determines the amount of 
schedules that will be sold. Schedules 
are handed out on a first come, first 
serve basis. The cost of a schedule for 
a team sport is $15. 

Team sports are organized in four 
divisions. However, some smaller 
sports do not use all four divisions. 


' The bigger team sports, such as vol- 


leyball, soccer and football, need all 
four divisions to accomodate the 
number of competitors. 

Post-season elimination tournaments 
are scheduled for team sports. The 
amount of teams and the availability 
of facilities determines if the tourna- 
ments will be single or double elimi- 
nation. 

The team sports have a high partici- 
pation rate, while the individual sports 
have a tendency to be lower, accord- 
ing to Philip Kelly, associate director 
of the BYU intramural program. 

“We would like to encourage people 
to participate in our individual activi- 
ties,’ Kelly said. 

The aerobics program has the high- 
est enrollment of the individual activi- 
ties. Three types of aerobics are 
offered: dance, water and step. The 
cost of aerobics ranges from $20-$30. 
All other individual sports are free. A 
schedule can be picked up in 112 RB. 

“Any member of the BYU commu- 
nity can participate in the intramural 
program,” Kelly said.

WASHINGTON — In a move cardi- 
ologists hope will make devices for 
treating cardiac arrest as common as 
first-aid kits, the Food and Drug 
Administration has approved the 
smallest and cheapest machines that 
can shock a heart into beating again. 

Experts say a third of the 300,000 
Americans who die of cardiac arrest 
every year might be saved if emer- 
gency workers had delivered an elec- 
trical shock to restart the heart during 
the critical first minutes. 

Paramedics carry defibrillators to do 
that, but the machines are so bulky, 
complicated and expensive that most 
police officers and firefighters — typ- 
ically the first to respond to emergen- 
cies — don’t carry them, costing pre- 
cious time. 

Cardiologists are demanding small- 
er, more affordable defibrillators that 
every emergency worker could carry 
as easily as they carry fire extinguish- 
ers or first-aid kits. 

The FDA approved the first in a new 
wave of such units, Heartstream Inc.’s 
ForeRunner, on Wednesday. 

About the size of a book, it weighs 
just 4 pounds, half the weight of the 
smallest unit now available and will 
cost between $1,000 and $4,500 less. 

ForeRunner “has some very definite 
advantages,” said Dr. Roger White of 
the Mayo Clinic, who led a campaign 
to put defibrillators in the police cars 
in the clinic’s hometown of 
Rochester, Minn. 

White’s move gave the city the 
nation’s highest survival rate for. car- 
diac arrest. 

Cardiac arrest is not a heart attack, 
it’s worse: The electrical signals that 
tell the muscles to pump -go haywire 
so the heart actually stops. 

Victims pass out almost immediate- 
ly and the average survival rate is just 
5 percent. 

“If you defibrillate early, you can 
have high survival rates, and it’s the 
only thing that works,” explained 
Alan Levy, president of Seattle-based 
Heartstream. 

Currently, fewer than 25 percent of 
all emergency-response vehicles and 
less than 1 percent of police cars carry 
the machines. 

But when Rochester put defibrilla- 
tors in 12 police'cars, the survival rate 
rose to 50 percent.

Environmentalists and other con- 
cerned citizens are preparing for a 
peaceful, nonviolent demonstration 
to be held Sunday to defend the last 
largest unprotected grove of ancient 
redwoods in northern California. 

Participants will rally outside the 
Carlotta mill in Humboldt County, 
California. 

The rally is a protest against 
Pacific Lumber and their proposed 
logging project in the Headwaters 
Grove area of the forest, which is set 
to begin September 16. 

Pacific Lumber and its parent com- 
pany, MAXXAM Corporation of 
Houston, own approximately 60,000 
acres of the forest that houses the 
ancient redwoods. 

Young, old, seasoned and newly- 
interested environmentalists are 
expected to join in this year’s rally. 

Joan Buffington, a member of the 
press in Nevada City, Calif., and an 
activist, attended last year’s rally 
and plans to attend Sunday, too. 

Buffington said that the taxpayers 
technically own the land that is 
being logged as they salvage the 
failed savings and loan agreement 
that was meant to finance 
MAXXAM’s buyout of Pacific 
Lumber. 

Ralph Nader said this week in a 
press release that the Clinton admin- 
istration is interested in exchanging 
federal land for the redwood grove. 
Nader suggests that the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corp. should 
unite with the taxpayers and reduce 
the millions owed by MAXXAM by 


several hundred thousand dollars and return the redwood 


grove to the public. 


“The Clinton Administration is not willing to do that,” 


Nader said in the release.

Students bulge schools; buildings planned

The Alpine School District plans to 
construct new school buildings in

“The school population is doubling 
each decade,” said Gary Jones, an AIP 
Associates representative. 

According to the study, the total 
school age population is estimated to 
increase to 46,000 by the year 2000. 
Jones said elementary schools will 
have about 3,600 students in excess of 
building capacity, creating a need for 
an additional 142 classrooms. 

There will be a decline in total 
enrollment for secondary schools in 
the Alpine district, said Michael 
Robinson, the district’s public infor-

He said Timpanogos High School 
was built to alleviate over-crowding at 
Orem and Lindon high schools.

struction in Cedar Hills will absorb 
excess students from Lehi. 

Additional buildings will also. create 
a need for more teachers, which could 
be good for BYU graduates. 

“For the school year 1996-97, 300 
new teachers were hired and about 
100 were interns,” 
Yorgason, personnel: secretary in 
Alpine. “Over half of the new hires 
are from BYU and almost’ 100 percent 
of the interns are BYU students.”
